teer G uard for Defense, composed 
of American civilians working on 
Army installations in Eritrea, has 
been disbanded. 
It was during the critical period 
In the sum m er of 1942. when Rom­ 
mel was almost at the gates of 
Alexandria that it became obvious 
there m ight be Intense excitem ent 
among natives and Italian nation­ 
als in Eritrea which once had been 
enemy terriotory.

officers instructed the guard, sim ­ 
ilar to the National G uard in the 
United States. 
The men received no pay

they drilled 
and worked to the 
point of exhaustion. Two incipient 
riots were quelled w ithout a cas­ 
ualty 
But with the ousting from 
Africa of the Axis, need for the 
G uard ceased
